
24th Clause. 

Aud be it Enacted, That if information in writing shall be given to any 
Justice of the Peace for any county, county of a city or town, on the oath of one 
or more credible witness or witnesses, that, to the best of hi.s or their knowledge 
or belief, any person is in the possession of Aims without a license to keep the 
same, or that any person licensed under this Act is in the possession of Aims 
not .specified m such license, or not duly marked, or that any person is in the 
possession of Arms whose license to keep the same shall have keen withdrawn 
or that pikes or pike-heads are in the house, gi-ounds or jrremises of any peison 
ill such comity, county of a city or town, it shall and may be lawful for such 
Justice of the Peace, together with some other Justice of the Peace having 
junsdiction in the same county or place, to enter and search, or, by wanant 
vinder their hands and seals, to authorize and empower any Sub-Inspector or 
Head Constable of the said constabulary force therein named, with any men of 
such foiee, to enter and search the house, grounds and premises of and belouv- 
mg to such person ; and in case submission shall be refused or not obtained 
within a reasonable time after it shall hare been demanded, to enter by force 
into such house, grounds and premises, and every part thereof ; and if any Arms 
shall be found m the possession of any such person not having a license to keep 
the same, or whose license shall have been withdrawn, or if any Arms shall be 
found in the house, grounds or premises of such person not specified in his 
license, or not duly marked, or if any pikes, or pike-heads shall he found on 
■ ffleh search, to seize and carry away the same for the use of Her Maiestv: 

Prowded always. That, no such warrant shall be executed between sunset and 
sunrise, except in the presence of a Justice of the Peace. 

25th Clause. 

And be it Enacted, That whenever any Two or more Justices of the Peace in 
any county, county of a city or town in Ireland, shall have reasonable grounds having sna- 
olsnsineion that any person or persons within such county, county of a city or 
towm, isor are unlawfully in possession of Arms, or that any pikes or pike- 
heads are in any house or place within such county, county of a city or town iv any county., 
such Justices of the Peace shall transmit to the Lord Lieutenant, or othej mrtto?h8”' 
Lhief Lovemor or Governors of Ireland for the time being, a report signed bv Looihieu- 
them of such suspicion, vvith the grounds and reasons thereof, and upon the 
receijrt of siieli report it shall and may be lawftil for such. Lord Lieutenant, “fly order 
Governor or Goveraors, by warrant under the hand of his or Sftobe 
iieir Chief or under Secretary, to authorize and require such Justices or madefor 
any other Justice, or any County or Sub-Inspector, or Head Constable of the 
i;onstabuJary force therein named, A\ith any men of such force, acting under 
ne order of One or more Justice or Justices to be named in such warrant, 

0 enter and sear-ch all houses and places within and throughout such county, 
county of a city or town, or any parish, barony or half barony of such county, 

(oun y of a city or town, or such pait thereof respectively as shall he specified 
lu such Tarrant, and in case admission shall be refused, or not obtained within 
a reasonable time, to enter by force into any such house or place, and if any 
ims, pikes or pike-heads, kept contrary to the provisions of this Act shall be 
seize and carry aw'ay the same to the use of Her Majesty : 

^ rovided always, That no such waiTant shall be executed between simset and 
■ unnse, except in the presence of a Justice of the Peace, or a County or Sub- 
i^pector of the said constabulary force.
